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1 . NEW YORK TIMES PUBLISHED REUTER DISPATCH FROM VIENNA 
REPORTING THAT WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR SAID HE EXPECTED 
PROGRESS "IN FORESEEABLE FUTURE" AT DEADLOCKED MBFR TALKS. 
SCHMIDT, WHO DISCUSSED MBFR NEGOTIATIONS RECENTLY WITH 
BREZHNEV, SAID MOSCOW "HAD NOT TOTALLY REJECTED" LATEST 
WESTERN PROPOSALS TO GET TALKS MOVING. "I EXPECT PROGRESS 
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IN PRINCIPLE AT THESE NEGOTIATIONS," SCHMIDT SAID AT AIR- 
PORT NEWS CONFERENCE AFTER ARRIVING IN VIENNA FOR ANNUAL 
MEETING OF AUSTRIAN SOCIALIST PARTY. SCHMIDT SAID HE HAD 
REVIEWED WITH BREZHNEV FUTURE OF MBFR TALKS. NOW IN THEIR 
FIFTH YEAR, BUT WAS NOT SURE WHETHER WARSAW PACT WOULD 
REPLY IMMEDIATELY TO LATEST NATO PROPOSALS WHEN NEGOTIA-

2. SENATOR DICK CLARK, CHA.RMAN OF SENATE AFRICAN AFFAIRS

MAY- JUNE ISSUE OF AMERICAN ENTERPRISE INSTITUTE'S MAGAZINE 
"PUBLIC OPINION". WILL SAID WHAT KISSINGER CALLS 
"DEFEATIST CONSENSUS" IN "TRADITIONAL ESTABLISHMENT" IS

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APPARENT IN CARTER ADMINISTRATION'S APPROACH TO STRATEGIC 
ARMS LIMITATION. MOYNIHAN IS QUOTED AS SAYING, "REMARK-
